Welcome to the world of the new Kurzweil 
Personal Reader. This machine is the 
fifth in the series created by Kurzweil 
Computer Products developed for blind and 
print impaired persons. The Reader gives 
you instant and independent access to the 
wealth of printed and type-written 
information that is not readily available 
in cassette, braille, or large print form. 


The KRM is an easy-to-use system which has 
some powerful features and capabilities. 
You will be able to use the Reader to scan 
relatively simple and more complex 
documents with very little effort. 


The Personal Reader will work in the 
following reading/scanning situations: 


1. Type-written documents (or photocopies) 
of virtually any kind, e.g., course 
outlines, handouts and examinations. 


2. Books and periodicals where the text is 
in simple format, or in multiple columns. 


3. More complex documents which have 
several columns of text, or text mixed 
with drawings and photographs. This 
includes most magazines, newspapers, 
brochures, advertising, and similar 
documents. 


4. The Personal Reader can be used to 
communicate with other devices, such as a 
cassette tape recorder, personal computer, 
VersaBraille system, and braille printer. 


One-on-one training, is offered during the 
Fall, Winter and Spring sessions.
